The arrest of Mr. Whitaker Wright in America, 
whither he had absconded under an assumed 
name, has given general satisfaction, as it was 
feared that the police had a long stern chase in 
front of them. His arrest, however, simplifies 
matters considerably, and there seems little fear 
that. there will be any serious trouble in extra- 
diting him. Last week, when by Mr. Justice 
Buckley's order a summons was issued against 
him, it was found that he had left the country 
and gone no one knew where, and this early 
capture was the last thing in the world 
that was anticipated. Tales were flying about 
of yacht journeys to Egypt and many other 
moves, and the police declared that they had 
no clue. Now that the case is sub judice, 
no comment is permissible upon Mr. Whitaker 
Wright's actions ; but it is allowable to say that 
everyone will be glad to have the whole of the 
London aud Globe business thrashed out to the 
very bottom, as there has been so much talk 
and scandal about it. The position of the 
Attorney-General, after his refusal te prosecute, 
has. been very much discussed in the face of 
Mr. Justice Buckley’s décision, and, even more 
хо, his promise to amend the law to meet such а 
case has ne in for strong criticism, as from the 
Judge- s decision it seems that, if Mr. Whitaker 
Wright is guilty of the crimes imputed to him, 
there is ample law to cover the case.

Lord Penrhyn Gets Damages. — The long- 
deferred action for libel brought by Lord Penrhyn against 
Mr. William J. Parry, merchant, of Bethesda, was decided 
in the Lord Chief Justice of England's Court last week, 
the jury finding a verdict for Lord Penrhyn and awarding 
£500 damages, The action arose out of the quarrymen’s 
strike at Bethesda, and was based upon certain comments 


which appeared in a newspaper imputing unjust and 
tyrannical conduct to Lord Penrbyn in connection with 


the disputes with his quarrymen. Over forty witnesses 
gave evidence, among them Lord Penrhyn, who said that 
about 2500 men were taken back when the strike was over 
and that the 24 men who were not reinstated were excluded 
for some good reason." Mr. Parry, in his evidence, said 
he had nothing to do with the incitement to strike in 1900, 
but joined the relief committee because there was a terrible 
amount of suffering. Mr. Parry further said he did not 
know his letters were to be published or he would have 
phrased them differently. е һай no feelings of malice 
against Lord Penrhyn personally. It has been stated that

Terrible Train Disaster.—One of those terrible 
catastrophes all too frequently associated with railway 
travelling in the United States occurred on the Lake Erie 
Railroad last week. A goods train, principally composed 
of oil-tanks, suddenly broke into two sections near Oban, 
in New York State. One of, the oil-tanks caught fire, and 
the flames quickly lit up the surrounding country, attract- 
ing a large number of spectators, who hurried to the spot 
to witness the spectacle. "While the crowds lined the rail- 
way track an explosion took place, and the unhappy 
speetatois were drenched with blazing oil. Twenty-two 
persons were burned to death and forty-five others very 
severely injured, those onlookers who escaped being 
powerless to render assistance to their unfortunate fellows, 
who ran about like human torches with their clothin 
masses of flame, vainly trying, by rolling on the ground an 
into ditches, to extinguish the fires and ‘assuage their 
agony. Many of the bodies of those buried were completely 
unrecognisable, so fierce was the heat to which they were 
subjected. .

On Game Fowl. 


HE old English black-breastedyred game, a specimen 
of which is the subject of an Illustration this week, 
is regarded as the chief of all the game varieties, 
It generally — the premier position at shows. 
A great change has come over the type of game 

fowl during the last few years, old breeders being much 
inst the modern birds ; but this breed certainly retains 
its popularity, the secret. being that the old type of bird 
was more suitable for fighting.
